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Laird Wants 
Missile Rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
key Pentagon officials, 
con« 
cerned because Russia is push­ 
ing its missile buildup, favor 
expanding the Safeguard anti­ 
missile system. 


No final decision has yet been 
made on whether to include 
money for such an expansion in 
the new defense budget, now 
virtually ready for submission 
to Congress later this month. 


A move to expand the anti­ 
missile 
project 
beyond 
the 
present 
limited 
first 
phase 
would almost certainly meet 
strong opposition in the Senate, 
where the administration’s Safe­ 
guard program barely survived 
last summer. 


Also, some authorities are 
concerned about the effect an 
expansion would have on the 
arms limitation talks due to get 
down to hard bargaining in 
April. 


But top administration offi­ 
cials are strongly influenced in 
their thinking by intelligence in 
formation that the Russians are 
continuing their deployment of 
the huge SS9 missile on what 
one source called “a methodical 
basis.” 


The SS9, which can hurl a sin 
gle 
25-megaton 
warhead 
or 
three 5-megaton warheads, is 
considered a threat to knock out 
U.S. Minuteman missiles in 
possible surprise attack 
and 
thus destroy much of the U.S. 
deterrent. 


According to current reports, 
the Russians have more than 
250 of the SS9 missiles opera­ 
tional or under construction. 


This is an increase over Sec 
retary of Defense Melvin R 
Laird’s estimate of more than 
230 last May. 


Laird has warned Congress 
that if the Russians continue in­ 
stalling the SS9 at the present 
rate, they could mount about 420 
by the 1974-1975 period. And,

The Pentagon can be expected 
to ask for another $900 million 
in the new defense budget to 
continue with phase one, which 
is designed to get the two ABM 
sites in shape to protect Minute- 
man ihissiles at Malstrom Air 
Force 
Base, 
Montana, 
and 
Grand Forks Air Force Base, 
North Dakota, by 1974. Funds 
also could be included for ac­ 
quiring land for additional sites. 


Like other weapons systems, 
the cost of the Safeguard is 
going up because of inflation. 


Laird has said that the full 
cost of the phase one Safeguard 
program already has risen from 
$4,185,000,000 as of last March 
to $4,462,000,000, based on De 
cember prices.

President Nixon says New 
York, Philadelphia and Los An­ 
geles might soon become “unfit 
to live in” if they do not soon 
curb the growing menace of im­ 
pure air and water. 


What have these cities been 
doing about pollution? 


New York claims to have re­ 
duced the sulphur dioxide con­ 
tent of its air by 500,000 tons a 
year—or 56 per cent. Referring 
to blankets of stagnant polluted 
air that have claimed lives in 
some areas in the past, the 
city’s environmental protection 
administrator, Merill Eisenbud, 
said: “We have reduced the 
problem of this happening about 
to the vanishing point.” 


Philadelphia is spending $250 
million on a system to monitor 
the quality of the air its resi­ 
dents breathe—polluted as it is 
by utilities, oil refineries and 
city 
incinerator 
and 
sewage 
treatment plants. 


In Los Angeles, the chief 
problem of impure air revolves 
around the nearly 4 million mo 
tor vehicles that contribute to 
its periodic smogs. But a control 
program has been outlined to 
attack auto emissions, which 
constitute 90 per cent of the 
city’s air pollution. 


Thursday Nixon 
set up 
Council on Environmental Qual­ 
ity, saying that pollution soon 
may make New York, Philadel­ 
phia and Los Angeles not fit for 
humans. 


A survey revealed these con 
ditions in the three cities: 


New York—The reduction in 
sulphur dioxide the Department 
of Air Resources 
said, 
was 


achieved by requiring that' fuels 
be 99 per cent sulphur free. The 
amount of dirt in the air has 
been reduced by 20,000 tons a 
day, or 22 per cent, the depart­ 
ment added, by requiring the 
use of cleaner fuels—low sul­ 
phur oil, natural gas and steam. 


In addition, the city has shut 
down three large municipal in­ 
cinerators and is pressing in 
court over real estate industry 
opposition to require the city’s 
30,000 apartment building oil 
burners to be equipped with air 
pollution prevention devices. If 
the city wins in court, Eisenbud 
predicted great improvement in 
the.auality of the air by 1972. 


The Department of Water Re­ 
sources said New York current­ 
ly is engaged in the largest sew­ 
er and water waste treatment 
plant program in its history. 
Upon completion of this $l-bil- 
lion program by 1975-76, all of 
the city’s 1.3 biilion daily gal 
ons of waste water will be sub­ 
jected to high-efficiency treat­ 
ment. This is a goal dating to 
1930, when almost all the city’s 
waste was dumptd into the Hud­ 
son and East rivers. Thirteen 
treatment plants now are in op­ 
eration, with two new ones on 
the drawing board. 


The 
Sanitation 
Department 
claims to be keeping pace with 
the problem of removing sue 
million tons of trash a year 
from the citv’s streets. New 
land fills are the key to the dis­ 
posal problem. One drawback is 
an increase in the number of 
cars abandoned on city streets. 
Eisenbud would like to see a 


federal law making auto manu­ 
facturers responsible for the 
disposal of these derelicts. 


Mayor John V. Lindsay has 
announced that the city is un­ 
dertaking a leading role in fight­ 
ing auto exhaust pollution. In 
process are purchases of experi 
mental automobiles powered by 
electricity, steam, liquified na­ 
tural gas, liquified petroleum 
and compressed natural gas. In 
addition, the city plans to exper 
iment in the near future with 
electric buses. 


TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) - 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
told the Nationalist Chinese Fri­ 
day that the United States will 
stand by them even though it is 
seeking contacts with the Red 
Chinese. 


The vice president’s reassur­ 
ance to the Nationalists that the 
United States intends to live up 
to its treaty commitments came 
in a statement shortly after he 
arrived from Vietnam. Thou­ 
sands of Chinese lined Taipei’s 
streets, waving paper American 
flags and swirling around Ag- 
new’s car with brightly colored 
40-foot paper dragons. 


In his statement at Sung Shan 
Military Airport, and later in 
talks with Nationalist Chinese 
leaders, Agnew stressed that 
the Nixon doctrine of Asian 
self-reliance does not mean the 
United States has any intention 
of abandoning its treaty com­ 
mitments. 


But in a conversation with re­ 
porters en route from Vietnam, 
Agnew said Communist China 
“can’t be ignored.” Recent U.S 
efforts to ease trade restric­ 
tions, he added, were taken in 
the hope they will “lead to addi­ 
tional steps by the Chinese Com 
munists to lessen the terrible 
tensions that exist in this part of 
the world.” 


“The United States should not 
sit still in a stance of armed 
preparedness and make no initi 
atives to develop an atmosphere 
that will allow us to reduce the 
amount of military spending 
and use some of the money in 
some of the programs that are 
so desperately needed in the 
areas of the environment and 
the cities and the like at home 
But the easing of trade bar­ 
riers, along with the Senate’ 
action last month in rejecting 
$54.5 million for Nationalist Chi­ 
na to buy new jet fighters, has 
caused 
considerable 
concern 
among senior members of the 
Nationalist government. An edi 


torial in Friday’s English-lan-1 
guage China News said Agnew J 
would be told that Nationalist 
China “fears growth of the U.S. 
tendency to compromise or ap­ 
pease in the matter of the 
Chinese Communists.” 


Agnew’s major formal ses­ 
sions were a meeting Friday 
afternoon with Vice President 
C. K. Yen and a conference Sat­ 
urday with president Chiang 
Kai-shek. 


Chiang gave a formal state 
dinner Friday night for Agnew 
and his wife, who rejoined the 
vice presidential party here aft­ 
er remaining in the Philippines 
while Agnew made his 24-hour 
visit to Vietnam. 


The dinner featured Chinese 
food served Western style. Mrs. 
Chiang, who was in an automo- 


bile accident in August, did not 
attend but the Agnews visited 
her for 20 minutes before the 
dinner. Guests included top gov­ 
ernment officials, members of 
Agnew’s party and Sen. and 
Mrs. Hugh Scott, R-Pa., who 
have been visiting here. 


Before the dinner, Agnew and 
Cmdr. Eugene A. Cernan, the 
astronaut who is traveling with 
him, presented P r e s i d e n t 
Chiang with moon rocks and a 
Chinese Nationalist flag that 
traveled to the lunar surface 
with Apollo 11 last July. 


President Chiang led separate 
toasts to President Nixon and 
Agnew, saying he expects his 
talks with Agnew to have an im­ 
portant bearing on future devel­ 
opments in this area f-nd thank- 


ing the American people for 
their assistance to his country. 


On the plane en route to Taip­ 
ei, Agnew said: 


“China is a country of 800 mil­ 
lion people. They can’t be ig­ 
nored, but attempting to begin 
a 
meaningful dialogue with 
them does not lessen our desire 
and our conviction that the Re­ 
public

government 
must be protected- in accord­ 
ance with our stated treaty obli­ 
gations. 


“These steps that have been 
taken with Communist China 
are just baby crawling motions. 
All that’s involved is a very 
small 
exercise 
in 
allowing 
greater communication and a 
very small amount of trade ini­ 
tiative, and we’ll just see how 
they react to it. 


Hoover Raps Left,

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover sug­ 
gested Friday that New Left 
and militant black groups are 
“encouraged and inflamed from 
without” in a violent campaign 
against the government. 


He accused the Black Panther 
party of ambushing policemen, 
and he sought to link the huge 
antiwar rally here last Nov. 15 
with “international Communist 
elements.” 


The charges came in Hoover’s 
report on FBI operations during 
1969. It was issued one day after

marked his 75th birthday. 


Assailing what he called the

Of Flu Epidemic

ernment influenza sleuths, rei­ 
terating confidence the United 
States will be spared any na­ 
tionwide epidemic this winter, 
said Friday they’re still trying 
to determine why six states 
were essentially by-passed by 
the wave of Hong Kong flu that 
hit the nation in 1968.

The disease was so wide­ 
spread in the United States last 
winter that most of the popula­ 
tion is temporarily immune to 
the wily microbe that causes 
Hong Kong flu. 


This winter there have beert 
sporadic or limited outbreaks in 
Alaska and Puerto Rico, and a 
few confirmed cases in Hawaii, 
Connecticut and New York.

Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare announced Fri­ 
day the dismantling of elaborate 
security clearances for part- 
time advisers and consultants 
that spawned unofficial black­ 
lists of politically suspect scien­ 
tists. 


The key change strips the 
HEW Office of Internal Securi­ 
ty of its power to bar scientists 
from department advisory pan­ 
els and consultant jobs through 
pre-appointment investigation of 
suitability and loyalty. 


Agency heads, with the ap­ 
proval of the HEW secretary, 
now will have the sole authority 


The | to appoint advisers on their 
professional 
suitability 
and 
competence alone. 


Instead of undergoing elabo­ 
rate 
pre-appointment 
loyalty 
checks by the security office, 
the adviser need only sign a loy­ 
alty affidavit required of all fed­ 
eral employes. 


The changes, according to an 
outside study of HEW security 
clearances, will end an uncon­ 
stitutional system that is overly 
expensive, ridden with black­ 
lists, and “pock-marked by se­ 
crecy.”

LIMA, Peru (AP) — The new 
year’s first air hijackers were 
.stalled here Friday on their 
mission to fly to Cuba with the 
two small daughters of a col­ 
league jailed in Brazil.

The crew of the Brazilian jet­ 
liner said the battery used for 
turning over the starting mech­ 
anism went dead.

The pilot then turned off the 
single engine and doused the 
lights in the cabin. 


The woman hijacker and two 
of her male colleagues then 
came to the cockpit window and 
tossed down messages to news­ 
men and police at the airport. 


A message to The Associated 
Press said: “We are going to 
Cuba, having among other mis­ 


sions, one to escort two children 
of 2 and 3 years of a combatant 
who today is under arrest and 
tortured in Brazil.” 


The message said the mother 
of the two girls was with them 
but it added that she, like the hi- 
iackers, would return to “fight 
in Brazil” after reaching Cuba. 


The message did not identify 
the children, their mother or 
their father. 


Peruvian police and newsmen 
surrounded the plane but the po­ 
lice showed no concern and 
made no effort to keep reporters 
and camermen back from the 
aircraffein Lima.

That has its humorous overtones, 
but they give way to the serious im­ 
port of this reminder that one of the 
city's highest pollution readings was 
made in this busy square faced by two 
enormous department stores. One gets 
to thinking that perhaps in the not 
very distant future this will have to 
be standard practice in big cities — 
warnings that this or that area is a 
“poison pocket” dangerous to health. 


Reading about that “breathe at 
your own risk” sign in New York, one 
may fondly assume that most of the 
air in this broad land is still pure. That 
is an illusion. Specialists at the Atmos­ 
pheric Sciences Research Center in 
Scotia, N.Y., say that the last pollu­ 
tion-free air in this country was de­ 
tected near Flagstaff, Ariz., six years 
ago. A spokesman for the Research 
Center puts it thus: “We ran out of 
clean air, so to speak. For six years 
we have been looking for some in the 
remotest parts of the United States.” 


The message is clear: Air pollu­ 
tion is no longer a problem that only 
city dwellers need worry about. More 
and more, airborne poisons generated 
in the great population centers are 
spilling out into the adjoining country­ 
side—in some cases for hundreds of 
miles. 


This phenomenon has become so 
prevalent that some scientists now 
think air throughout the Northern 
Hemisphere will be dangerously poi­ 
soned by 1990 unless the present trend 
is halted. That trend, in starkest terms, 
is that air pollution is increasing much 
faster than the air can cleanse itself. 


It is wearisome, no doubt, to be 
reminded of this again and again. Such 
reminders are, however, a necessary 
part of alerting the public to the ur­ 
gency of this threat. We are no longer 
dealing With some hazard of the vague­ 
ly distant future. It is not an exag­ 
geration so say that in this highly in­ 
dustrialized and transportation- orient­ 
ed society we stand on the verge of 
grave peril. Whatever is being done to 
curb air pollution is not enough. Ef­ 
forts by industry and government 
alike must be redoubled if we are to 
avert disaster. 


The Agony Of Biafra 


Whatever the rights and wrongs 
of the political dispute between Nigeria 
and the breakaway government of 
Riafra, it is beyond question that the 
Biafrans have been subjected to almost 
unbearable suffering. This is reaffirm­ 
ed in a report by a group of Norwegian 
university scientists who made a study 
of conditions there. 


Since the civil war began two and 
a half years ago, it has been disclosed, 
some 40 per cent of all Biafran children 
between two and four years old have 
died. They have died, for the most 
part, of hunger - - ten times as many, 
the Norwegians’ report says, as have 


died on both sides in the Vietnamese 
War. 


The death toll does not tell the 
whole story of the terrible thing that 
is happening in this African territory. 
Another dimension of the tragedy is 
that malnutrition in the early years 
of childhood brings permanent mental 
damage which cannot be repaired 
later through an improved diet. The 
grim conclusion is that in a few years 
Biafra may have the world’s biggest 
group of mentally retarded children. 
The saying that war is hell applies 
with particular force in that unhappy 
land.

Dr. Downs-Burr Under 
Bureaucracy's Blanket

"Ani partfcuiar reason for the return, sir?**

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Out 
in Chicago there is a slightly 
built fellow named Dr. Anthony 
Downs, who likes to shatter 
myths. ,0n a recent day he of­ 
fered discomfort to the Census 
Bureau, to Vice President Ag- 
new, HUD Secretary George 
Romney, 
urbanologist 
John 
Gardner and assorted others. 


Downs works for the Real 
Estate 
Research 
Corp. 
As 
senior vice president and trea­ 
surer, he seems to spend a 
great deal of time questioning 
other people’s assumptions. 


Once he spoke for a full day 
to the Kerner commission on 
civil disorders. One member, 
Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
calls him “brilliant.” His latest 
outing was as panelist on state 
and urban problems at the win­ 
ter conference of the Republi­ 
can governors. 


For openers, Downs told these 
gentlemen that census forecasts 
of 100 million more Americans 
by the year 2000 (a kind of mid­ 
point between the bureau’s high 
and low predictions) are all 
wet. 


The 
real 
prospect, 
said 
Downs, is closer to 42 million 
more—lower even than the low­ 
est official forecast of 62 mil­ 
lion. He founds this judgment 
on his assertion that U.S. fer­ 
tility rates have dropped 30 per 
cent since a peak in 1957. His 
estimate of population growth 
for 1969 is one per cent, lowest 
gain rate since 1940. 


Downs thinks he can also chop 
the ground out from under men 
like Gardner who are saying 
a high proportion of America’s 
added millions of people have 
got to be put in hundreds of al­ 
together new cities. He just says 
it is not going to happen. 


For support he looks to Great 
Britain, which, has had 30 years’ 
experience 
in 
building 
new 
cities under favoring laws, In 
1968, says Downs, Qie British 
started only 2.5 per cent of new 
housing in new towns, while 
97.5 per cent of the starts were 
in established places. 


Here is one for Romney, the 
ex-manufacturer of automobiles 
who has been nobly trying to, 
“industrialize” housing produc­ 
tion methods in hope of getting 
faster, cheaper housing: 
According to Downs, even if 
such methods succeed, they will 
not significantly reduce housing 
costs. His word on this for the 
governors: 


“The 
two 
most important 
costs in housing are land and 
money, not construction costs. 
Land will keep rising in cost, 
and money—which has risen 
fastest of all recently—will not 
go down much, if at all.” 


He says flatly that cheap new 
housing 
is 
an 
unrealizable 
dream and we might as well 
forget the idea. 


It cost so much, he adds, 
that more than half of U.S. 
households cannot afford either 


to buy or rent any kind of new 
housing unit—except a mobile 
home—without laying out too 
high a proportion of their in­ 
come. 


Downs ripped off one of the 
conservatives’ favorite security 
blankets when he blasted what 
he calls the “self-help solution” 
myth applied to the poor and 
the black—the notion that all 
they need to do is get a job and 
help themselves. 


Nearly half of all poor Ameri­ 
cans, he says, cannot earn then* 
way out of poverty because they 
are either old, disabled, young 
children in households headed

by women, or the women caring 
for such children. 


“They can get out of poverty 
only if we give them money— 
our money,” said Downs. 


He also goes after that part 
of the “self-help” myth which 
leads many now middle-class 
Americans to say they made 
it the hard way, without govern­ 
ment aid, and the poor should 
do the same. 


Fact is, adds Downs, that they 
not only did not make it on their 
own but are still getting sub­ 
sidies in the form of aid to the 
colleges, highways, oil imports, 
farm products, etc.

NASA said the device 
should be useful in determining 
tlie best arrangements for cock­ 
pit instruments, in measuring 
mental alertness, in studying 
how children learn to read, and 
in gun and camera aiming sys­ 
tems. 


Paine flew to Boston early 
last week to make the closure 
announcement. 


Julian Scheer, NASA assistant 
administrator for public affairs, 
said the decision to shut down 
the center was reached only last 
Saturday. 


“We decided to move quickly, 
and let the employes know of 
the decision, before they heard 
rumors about it,” Scheer ex­ 
plained. 


Scheer said it was certain ad­ 
ditional changes would be made 
in NASA programs, but they are 
not to be announced until Presi­ 
dent Nixon has sent his budget 
to the Congress late in January. 


He added that the prospective 
changes are related both to 
economies and to the re-orient- 
ing of the space program. 


Scheer said some of the Cam­

“In line with their findings, 
we are being forced to cut down 
broad electronic research cover­ 
age and focus much more on the 
specific programsj and carry 
out the electronic research spe­ 
cifically tied to the individual 
programs,” Paine said. 


As to the future of the Cam­ 
bridge center, Paine said NASA 
would try first to determine

Law For 
Today 


Q. I noticed that my lease 
contains a “not responsible for 
accidents” clause in the lease. 
Is such a clause binding? 


A. Generally, yes. In ;1959 Illi­ 
nois Legislature enacted a law 
which made such ^exculpatory, 
or non-liability, clauses void. 
However, the Illinois Supreme 
Court has ruled that the 1959 
law was invalid because it was 
not worded to apply to all 
types of landlords and thereby 
violated the state constitution. 
Thus, an exculpatory clause 
may be binding on the tenant 
and his family. However, such 
a clause does not reduce the 
landlord’s liability, for injuries 
incurred by other persons.

NEW YORK (AP) - The de­ 
terioration in relations between 
bushiess and customer was one 
of the more serious failings of 
the 1960s. The needed improve­ 
ment will be the primary chal­ 
lenge for scores of industries in 
the 1970s. 


Nobody needs to be reminded 
that^ despite the affluence of the 
past decade, customers were 
anything but satisfied. Amid 
thehr m aterial treasures they 
felt ignored, helpless, frustrat­ 
ed, and they screamed to be 
heard. 


Their shouts were heard in 
Washington, and the 1960s will 
be remembered as a decade 
when the federal government 
moved forcefully into the m ar­ 
ketplace. Now the question is 
how far will regulation go. 


The situation has many expla­ 
nations. 


Some businessmen claim the 
problems began when consum­ 
ers demanded more. Many con­ 
sumers claim the business m a­ 
chine grew too large and unres­ 
ponsive. Both insist that the 
confusion resulted from rising 
aspkations 
colliding 
headon 
with rising prices. 


Perhaps some of each was in­ 
volved. 


Better 
educated 
consumers 
did begin reading guarantees 
and discovered failings in them. 
And they questioned the work­ 
manship, safety and servicing 
of many products. Even the 
need for the products at all. 


Evidence abounds also that 
business failed to serve as well 
as it claimed or hoped to serve. 
Ask the person who tried to re­ 
turn damaged goods, get an in­ 
stallment credit bill corrected, 
obtain immediate servicing of a 
gadget. 


No doubt either that, flushed 
with 
big 
paychecks, 
many 
Americans raised thehr hopes 
too high. The paycheck looked 
big until they matched it with 
prices and found the increase in 
purchasing power was partly an 
illusion. 


Did America—everyone from 
the hourly paid worker to the 
biggest governmental unit or 
corporation—overextend 
itself 
in the 1960s? Did it attempt to 
accomplish moré than it was 
able to manage efficiently or 
gracefully? 


Many people thhik so. Others 
are convinced that the disparity 
between claün and accomplish­ 
ment, between promise and re­ 
sult, between appearance and 
reality, was brought about more 
by carelessness and callousness 
than by inability. 


For several years much of 
America refused to believe that 
thmgs were not as they were 
said to be. When housewives re­ 
belled against rising prices they 
were viewed initially as impu­ 
dent, spoiled and seeking atten­ 
tion. 


When Ralph Nader began his 
consumer 
crusades 
he 
was 
thought by some in business to 
be like an irritating insect at a 
picnic—to be swatted so that 
events could proceed in com 
fort. 


The housewives and Ralph 
Nader and other crusaders were 
merely the advance guard of a 
much more firmly and broadly 
based consumer movement that 
still could be merely in the 
formative stage. 


Before the 1960s were fin­ 
ished, even the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States 
had joined. Many businesses 
were setting up machinery for 
responding to complamts. Safe­ 
ty 
and 
quality 
were 
being 
checked more closely. Guaran­ 
tees were being simplified. 


However, government ahready 
had moved into the marketplace 
with regulations that some busi­ 
nesses find difficult to observe, 
and the question that will be an­ 
swered in the 1970s is this: 


Can America’s corporations 
and institutions respond to the 
n a t i o n ’s 
demands 
quickly 
enough to avoid regulations that 
might tend to strangle free en­ 
terprise? Or is the system too 
rigid to change?

Gets Robbed, W ho Pays? 


By CARLTON SMITH and

When thieves made off with 
more than $450 worth of con­ 
struction material recently, a 
Virginia homeowner who had 
contracted for a detached gar­ 
age to be built on his property 
got an expensive lesson in the 
legal niceties of who gets stuck 
for the loss. 


What made it hurt, said the 
victim, was that he didn’t even 
know he had owned any m a­ 
terial—much less that it was 
missing—untU he was told he’d 
have to pay for it. Which he 
did, because of a point concern­ 
ing builders’ contracts that you 
might want to file away against 
the day you’re doing some 
building or remodeling. 


With his usual thoroughness, 
this homeowner had been care­ 
ful to see that all reasonable 
risks were covered by insur­ 
ance, when the agreement with 
the contractor was drawn and 
signed. He had obtained, on 
advice of his insurance broker, 
liability coverage of his own

the contractor. His new garage, 
even before the foundation was 
laid, was protected against fire, 
storms, 
vandalism, 
malicious 
mischief, low-flying aircraft and 
other common hazards. 


Nobody thought to mention 
insurance against theft of ma­ 
terials at the construction site, 
possibly because it’s virtually 
nonexistent. It’s as though you 
don’t spend much time talking 
about how to keep unicorns out 
of the garden. 


“I must confess I didn’t think

it,

homeowner later. “But if I had. 
I’d certainly have assumed that 
materials were the contractor’s 
worry. It still seems to me that 
a contract, logically, provides 
for the builder, on his part, to 
construct a garage to certain 
specifications.

his part of the contract. 


“V^en I’ve paid hun for it, 
and acquired possession, I’ve 
performed my part. Why do 
I own anything until then? I’m 
buying a finished garage, not 
a back yard full of materials— 
no?” 


No. Not in this particular 
case. 


'^h materials were delivered 
on a Friday afternoon. The 
property owner and his family 
ah-eady had left on a weekend 
trip. Some time between then 
and Sunday afternoon, every­ 
thing disappeared. The home­ 
owner got the news on Monday 
from the contractor. 


His expressions of sympathy 
were cut short by the news that 
this one was on him.

When there’s a lump-sum con­ 
tract, specifying a fixed dollar 
amount to 1^ paid to the con­ 
tractor on completion of the 
work, 
construction 
materials 
are the property of the contrac­ 
tor 
and 
theh: 
theft 
is 
his 
responsibility. 


When 
there’s 
a 
cost-plus 
contract—ownership 
of 
m a­ 
terials and responsibility for 
loss are the ownèr’s. As the law 
sees such a contract, it says, 
“I am hhring you, the builder, 
simply as a laborer. Here’s the 
lumber; nail it together, and 
you’ll be paid X percentage 
of its cost.” 


Cost-plus appeals to many 
who foot the bills as an ar­ 
rangement whereby they can 
see what they’re gettmg for 
their money and control costs. 
It can work that way, but be 
wary of a cost-plus contract 
if materials can’t be kept under 
lock and key during construc­ 
tion or somehow securely safe­ 
guarded. 


There’s a good reason why 
insurers won’t insure against 
loss from theft on the site. If 
it’s possible for material to be 
stolen, it very likely will be.

Football Rules 
To Be Changed?

NEW 
YORK 
(NEA)-As 
professional football embarks on 
the 1970s, basking in financial 
stability and public popularity, 
it is sobering to remember that 
just eight years ago a team 
called the New York Titans was 
playing in a place called the 
Polo Grounds and the best seats 
in the house were occupied by 
pigeons. 


They were owned by the late 
Harry Wismer then, and they 
lost a lot of games and, on 
occasion, they even got paid. 
Three 
players 
customarily 
shared the same towel after 
workouts, 
and 
Wismer’s 
an­ 
nouncements of paid attend ance 
were as eagerly awaited by the 
working press as the end of the 
game itself. 


Once, on a cold and wet 
November 
day, 
Wismer 
an­ 
nounced a crowd of 4.987 and 
one writer bounded out of the 
pressbox and walked the aisles, 
counting spectators in the flesh. 


“Wismer announced a crowd 
of 4,987 people,” he wrote the 
next day, “but 4,657 of them 
came 
disguised 
as 
empty 
seats.” 


The Titans, of course, later 
became the Jets and the Jets 
became world champions and 
now, as the game marches 
triumphantly into a new decade, 
one wonders what is left for 
an encore. With the evolution 
of a new league and expansion 
of the old one, the game wrap­ 
ped its tentacles around 14 new 
cities during the ’60s and that 
cyclops called TV took care 
of the rest. 


Further expansion, into Ha­ 
waii and the Pacific Northwest, 
is a possibility during the next 
decade, according to Commis­ 
sioner 
Pete 
Rozelle. 
Ticket 
prices are going up, and so are 
player salaries, but as long as 
Philadelphians are willing to 
pay $12 to watch the Eagles, 
the possibility of financial crisis 
remains slim. 


It has been suggested that, 
during the 1970s, the biggest 
changes will occur within the 
game itself. 


Subscribing to that feeling is 
one Paul Vernon Hornung, who 
was known to challenge the 
status quo in his day with the 
Green Bay Packers. 


“I think, during the 1970s, 
pro football will follow the 
lead of the colleges and stop 
the clock after every pay,” 
says Hornung, now a Chicago 
TV sportscaster. “It’s a very 
simple decision to make, but 
it would have a tremendous 
effect on the game. Stopping 
the clock after every play en­ 
ables both teams to get in so 
many more plays, it would be 
like adding an extra quarter 
to the game. I think it will hap­ 
pen, and very soon. 


“I also think something will 
be done about preseason games. 
I know, from a player’s view­ 
point, going out and playing 
for $100 a game is tough to take. 
I think that the number of pre­ 
season games will be cut down 
during the ’70s and the regular 
season will start earlier, like 
the first week of September. 


“That means if will end ear­ 
lier, too, and maybe teams 
won’t have to be playing cham­ 
pionship games in 13-below-zero 
weather.” , 


Hornung also contends that 
the 
players 
themselves 
will 
have a stronger voice about 
what transpires during the ’70s 
than they did in the ’60s. 


“Let’s face it, kids coming 
out of college and into pro foot­ 


ball are smarter and more 
aware than ever before. They’re 
asking questions about things 
players of previous generations 
never dared to ask. They’re 
playing all those exhibitions, 
for example at $100 a crack and

they’re saying to themselves, 
‘this just isn’t fair.’ Collectively, 
they’re going to do something 
about it. 


“The good kids have hired 
agents to do their contract 
negotiating for them and the 
owners don’t like it, but what 
can they do? They either sign 
the kid or they don’t. And if 
a kid is having trouble, the 
players’ associations will start 
stepping in. Alone, a player 
doesn’t have much to say but, 
as a group, players can be a 
strong force. In the ’70s, they 
will be. 


And the fans of the ’70s? 
“The fans will be smarter 
than ever and they will demand 
quality. The guy paying $18 or 
$10 for a seat, or a season box 
holder, was never fooled, but 
now you can’t fool the $2 people 
in the bleachers, either. Tele­ 
vision did the job. TV’s biggest 
accomplishment in the ’60s was 
educating the fan.” 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - Did 
another bizarre 12th man epi* 
sode rob Notre Dame of a pos­ 
sible victory in Uie Cotton Bowl? 


The Texas Longhorns and 
game officials said “no,” the 
piqued Irish insisted “maybe” 
while 
day-after 
quarterbacks 
buzzed Friday over the strange, 
controversial play which wasn’t 
a play in Texas’ 21-17 triumph. 


“It’s history now and'there’s 
nothing we can do about it,” 
acknowledged , coach Ara Parse­ 
ghian of Notre Dame, “and I 
hope a big fuss isn’t made'about 
it. 


“But it was one of those crazy, 
unusual plays and, on the face 
of it, I don’t know how in the 
name of Heaven they (Texas) 
could help from being penal­ 
ized.” 


This is what happened: 
Leading 10-7 in the closing 
minutes of the first half, Notre 
Dame was driving for the Texas 
goal-line when the march was 
stopped by a pass interception 
on the Texas 14. 


As the teams lined up for the 
next play, the Longhorns in pos­ 
session, a 240-pound Texas guard 
named Randy Stout was seen 
racing out onto the field, waving 
his arms wildly. 


Before he reached the line of 
scrimmage, 
the 
ball 
was 
snapped. James Street, the Tex­ 
as quarterback, was smothered 
by a mass of Notre Damers. 
He fumbled. Notre Dame recov­ 
ered on the Texas six-yard line. 


The time remaining in the half 
was 1:57—plenty of time for the 
Irish to score again. Irish fans 
went wild. 


Moment of Confusion 
Then followed a moment of 
confusion. 
Officials 
in 
their 
striped shirts moved in for con­ 
ferences. Then the ball was 
placed back on the 14 with Tex­ 
as in possession, first down as 
before. 


Protests came from the Notre 
Dame bench. But the decision 
stuck. 


Stout indeed was a 12th man 
on the field. But he insisted that 
he had called time out before the 
ball was snapped. 


Theron P. Thomsen, a Big Ten 
field judge who was on the Tex­ 
as side of the field flanked 
wide, backed Stout’s statement. 
“He signalled for a time out 
and I blew the whistle before 
the ball was snapped,” Thomsen 
said. 


The referee, Cliff Domingue of 
the Southwest Conference, said, 
“I thought I heard a whistle, but 
I wasn’t sure.” He said when 
Thomsen advised him of the 
time-out call, he negated the

games, removed any protest 
that the Irish might have been 
the victim of what is known in 
the sport as “home codcing”— 
a favoriable call by a home of­ 
ficial. 


Many Possibilities 


Parseghian said the incident 
opened up all sorts of penalty 
possibilities. 


“I looked up and the Texas 
player caught my eye,” the No­ 
tre Dame coach said. “He was 
running like hell and waving his 
arms. I didn’t see him say any­ 
thing to the field judge on the 
other side of the field. 


“He could have been a 12th 
man on the field—the pictures 
will show that. He could have 
been penalized for being off­ 
sides, for being a man in motion, 
interfering with play or violating 
the 25-second rule.” 


The rule is one that gives a 
team 25 seconds to get the play 
off once time has resumed. 


Coach Darrell Royal of Texas 
said he had .given permission 
for any one of his players, not 
just the captains, to call time 
out. 


Stout alternates with Bobby 
Mitchell at left guard in a shut 
tie system for running in plays. 
Mitchell was already lined up 
when Stout raced in. Until Tex­ 
as players acknowledged it, even 
offocials said they weren’t sure 


how many orang« Jerseys were 
on the field. But the number was 
academic. 


Backed By Official 
However, Stout’s conti»tioB— 
and one backed by the field • 
judge — was that he asked for 
time out before the snap was 
made. 


“It do^h’t make any differ­ 
ence whether 12 men were on 
the field or 18,” said Howard 
Grubbs, executive secretary of 
the Southwest Conference. “Tex­ 
as can substitute freely and has 
25 seconds to get its men in and 
off the field.” 


“I guess it’s just a matter of 
timing,” 
sighed 
Parseghian. 
“We shall see in the movies.” 
There have been two other 
famous 12th man incidents in 
bowl games. In the Cotton Bpwl 
in 1954 Dick Moegle of Rice was 
racing 92 yards to a touchdown 
when Tommy Lewis of Alabama 
came off the bench and tacl^ed 
him. The touchdown was ^al­ 
lowed. Rice won 28-6. Last y^ar, 
a 12th man blunder by Kansas 
cost the Big Eight champion a 
victory over Penn State in the 
Orange Bowl at Miami. 


Penn State scored with seconds 
left to make the score 14-13 in 
favor of Kansas. Penn State 
went for a two-point conversion 
and Kansas held. But it was not­ 
ed that Kansas had an extra 
man on the field. Although time 
had run out, Penn State was 
given another chance. It made 
the two-pointer and won 15-14. 


Quarterbacks Shine 
In Wild Sugar Bowl 


NEW ORLEANS (AP)-Mis- 
sissippi’s Archie Manning was 
everything expected, a quarter­ 
back cast in a rare mold. But 
there wouldn’t be much argu­ 
ment if Bill Montgomery of Ar­ 
kansas was put in the super star 
class, too, not after his perform­ 
ance in the Sugar Bowl. 


Manning, who finished high in 
the voting for player of the 
year in college football, mysti­ 
fied the Razorback defense and 
had a crowd of 82,500 gasping 
with his first half performance 
yesterday and was the architect 
of the Rebels’ 27-22 throbbing 
victory. 


The 6-foot, three-inch, signal 
caller from the little town of 
Drew, Miss., earned the game’s 
outstanding player award with 
production that showed 21 com­ 
pletions in 35 pass attempts for 
273 yards and another 39 on the 
ground, including an 18 - yard 
touchdown scamper. 


Montgomery, the senior Ar­ 
kansas field pilot from Carroll­ 
ton, Tex., almost drove the Ra- 
zorbacks to a triumph in the 
closing minutes. He hit on 17 of 
34 passes for 338 yards and two 
touchdowns and had the Hogs 
hollering until the last minute 
and a half when Rebel safety 
Glenn Cannon’s fumble recovery 
shut the door. 


Coach Frank Broyles of the 
third - ranked Razorbacks said 
simply that “it was a great aft­ 
ernoon for spectators and Mis­ 
sissippi.” He didn’t compare the 
Rebels to Texas, the nation’s 
No. 1 team which squeaked past 
Fotre Dame 21-17 in the Cotton 
Bowl. Texas edged Arkansas 
15-14 m the final game of the 
regular season. 


It was midway in the first 
quarter when the Rebels hung 
up their first touchdown. Full­ 
back 
Bo 
Bowen 
smashed 
through a gaping hole at left 
tackle and 69 yards later Ole 
Miss was on the scoreboard. 


With just 1:15 left in the open­ 
ing quarter, after two Manning 
passes had eaten up big yard­ 
age, 
Manning rolled 
around 


right end and stumbled into the 
end zone on an 18-yard sweep. 
Perry King kicked his second 
conversion and the Rebels had 
a 14-0 bulge. 


Arkansas pulled matters to­ 
gether in the second period and 
started a . 13-play drive that 
covered 81 yards with Bill Bur­ 
nett scoring after Bruce Max­ 
well’s block cleared the way 
from the 13. 


Right back came Mississippi 
with Cloyce Hinton adding three 
points on a 52-yard field goal, 
a Sugar Bowl record, and the 
Rebels grabbing another touch­ 
down three mmules later on 
Manning’s 30 - yard strike to 
Vernon Studdard. 


Montgomery matched Man­ 
ning’s overhead display with a 
47-yard pitch that found Chuck 
Dicus nearly all alone at the 
goal line. But Mississippi took 
a 24-12 margm into the dressing 
room at halftime. 


The Rebels drew first blood 
in the third period on Hinton’s 
36-yard field goal but that was 
their point output for the day. 
Then, Montgomery and the Raz­ 
orbacks started to run things. 


Bill McClard cut into the edge 
with a 35-yard field goal that 
brought the score to 27-15 late 
in the third quarter and Dennis 
Berner’s theft of a Manning toss 
at the Rebel 41 and his return 
of it to the Mississippi 11 set up 
the final game tally. Montgom­ 
ery hit Maxwell with a six-yard 
swing pass for the touchdown. 


The loss was only the second 
for Arkansas, which finished be­ 
hind Texas and Penn State in 
the Associated Press rankings 
of college teams. Ole Miss, with 
a 7-3 season record, finished the 
regular season as the No. 13 
team and was a slight under­ 
dog to the Razorbacks. 


For Broyles, it was continued 
frustration since he has yet to 
defeat a Vaught-coached team. 


For Vaught, he can hardly 
wait for next season. After all. 
Ole Miss will have Archie Man­ 
ning back. 


'Wild Bunch' Lets 
use Down Wolves 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 
Southern 
California’s Trojans 
lose three members of tiieir 
vaunted “Wild Bunch” defen­ 
sive front line next season yet 
coach John McKay sees a pos­ 
sibility of a fifth straight Rose 
Bowl appearance. 


When they won the right to 
play a fourth time, and beat 
Michigan 10-3 on New Year’s 
Day before a record crowd of 
103,878, they became the first 
club ever to play in the classic 
that many successive times. 


“We have as good a chance 
as anybody to play here again 
next year,” declared McKay 
whose stars on offense were 
mainly underclassmen. 


A 33-yard scoring pass from 
sophomore quarterback Jimmy 
Jones to junior flanker Bob 
Chandler brought the points 
needed to win, but defense held 
the key. 


McKay augmented his Wild 
Bunch with 250-pound Tony Ter­ 
ry to form a six-man defensive 


line for this game and the wall 
threw back the best efforts of 
Michigan 
quarterback 
Don 
Moorhead and his crew. 


The Wolverines were forced 
to 
play 
without 
their head 
coach. Bo Schembechler, who 
was hospitalized for tests after 
suffering chest pams. Assistant 
coach Jim Young ran the team. 


For a full quarter, they also 
had to go without star tailback 
Bill Taylor who was hurt on 
the fourth play of the second 
period and didn’t return until 
the third. 


Defensively, 
the 
Trojans 
slammed through to check the 
Michigan runners and hurry 
Moorhead’s passing. The Wild 
Bunch played tough and they’re 
big. 


“That was our best defensive 
game,” declared McKay and 
much of the credit goes to the

As we start to fill the fresh 
pages of the ’70 photo album, 
it’s a good time to make good 
resolutions . . . and a better 
time to start better photo hab­ 
its. 


For one thing, I think, present 
tendency is to overshoot run-of- 
the-mill subjects. We’re telling 
ourselves that if we shoot a lot,

“right.” This philosphy is okay 
if you change your camera an­ 
gle of the exposure or the illu­ 
mination for each click of the 
shutter.

The best place 
for prints is in an album; color 
slides belong in trays or maga­ 
zines and separate movie reels 
should be spliced together on a 
larger reel. 


One of the likely dividends on 
completing a sorting-filing-view- 
ing chore along with the satis­ 
faction of accomplishment, is 
that it provides encouragement 
needed to tackle the accumula­ 
tion of previous shooting ses­ 
sions. It makes one feel even 
more virtuous to dig into that 
old pile and do something about 
it . . . and one success leads to 
another.

What causes it? Can it be ciir 
ed? What are the complica­ 
tions? 


A—One type of SLE is caused 
by a defective gene. It can be 
inherited through ancestors, not 
necessarily a parent, who suf' 
fer from any one of tlie collagen 
diseases — SLE, scleroderma, 
rheumatoid arthritis, dermato- 
myositis, Hashlmoto’s thyroidi 
tis and others. There is no spe­ 
cific cure for this type. Another 
type may l)e causied by such 
drugs as penicillin, streptomy­ 
cin, tetracycline, griseofulvin, 
sulfonamides, hy^alazine, phe­ 
nylbutazone, procainamide, pro- 
plythiouracil and others. 


All victims of SLE should 
avoid exposure to direct sun­ 
light. Antimalarial drugs, hy­ 
drocortisone 
and 
salicylates 
may be helpful. Since persons 
with this disease do not tolerate 
surgery well, operations should 
be attempted only as a lifesav- 
ing measure. The disease may 
affect any part of the body. 


Q—I once read that pregnan­ 
cy could tri^er SLE. Could 
birth control pills have the same 
effect? What effect would ciga­ 


rette smoking have on SLE? 


A—1 know of no case of this 
disease being precipitated by 
contraceptive 
pills. 
Smoking 
would have no specific effect 
on SLE but, if the victim has 
any pulmonary involvement, he 
should most certainly refrain 
from smoking. 


Q—Is it unusual to have sev­ 
eral years of remission between 
bouts of SLE? Is it unusual for 
lupus arthritis to persist even 
during a remission? 


A—The 
completeness 
and 
duration of the remissions are 
subject to wide variations. In­ 
volvement of the joints may 
persist while others n’anifesta- 
tions decrease or clear up. 


Q—My husband has been tak­ 
ing Ismelin, Hygroton and Dy- 
renium for several years. What 
are they for and what are the 
side effects? 


A—Guanethidine (Ismelin) is 
given to reduce the blood pres­ 
sure. Its side effects include 
dizzness, weakness, diarrhea, 
nasal stuffiness and dryness Of 
the mouth. Chlorthalidone (Hy- 
groton) is a diuretic that also 
helps control the blood pressure. 
Too large a dose may cause 
weakness, dizzness, nausea and 
headache. Triamterene (Dryeni-

Here’s How

In the 19708, we might consid­ 
er reviving the arts of the tink­ 
er, suggest« a homemaker. 


She’ll wager that everyone 
has a little thing in disrepair 
that an itinerant mender cf 
small articles might fix in a jif­ 
fy. 


An experienced do-it-yoursel­ 
fer will run into some repairs 
that might stymie him—the re­ 
pair of a pane of glass or door 
lock—because he doesn’t have 
the proper tools to do the job, 
and he cannot find anyone who 
will do a small job. 


Time was when the tinker 
pulled his truck up to homes 
where he parked while he 
sharpened 
knives, 
repaired 
utensils, made new door keys. 
Today, he might add to the rep­ 
ertoire. In addition, he might 
patch a roof or a gauged wall 
and install a few shelves. Many 
people would welcome someone 
who would hang pictures for 
them. 


A traveling repairman would 
eliminate store overhead and he 
would save transportation costs, 
time and energy for his custom­ 
ers, who must, deliver and- pick 
up certain items that need re­ 
pair. 


Small repairs can cause large 
family feuds. One woman ap­ 
peared at a glazier’s with a 
storm door that had a broken 
glass. She explained that her 
trip was the culmination of two 
years of family arguments. She 
finally had removed the door 
and had driven the 15 miles to 
have a new pane of glass in­ 
stalled. Her husband always 
had been too busy. 


Other women in the shop nod­ 
ded sympathetically. They car­ 
ried picture frames,' bedroom 
mirrors and window pane meas­ 
urements. It took the glazier 
five minutes to cut glass for two 
picture frames, but it had taken 
the woman six months to get 
them to his store. She had been 
carrying the frames in her car 
trunk, but she did not have the 
time to do anything about them. 


If a modern-day tinker would 
follow the pattern of the old 
time traveling expert, he could 
pull his truck into a neighbor­ 
hood each day and spend the en­ 
tire day putting the homes in re­ 
pair. He might be hailed by 
small flags in colors to indicate 
what is needed. 


In his truck, he might carry 
an estimated quantity of glass, 
plaster, lumber and so on. 


The itinerant worker will not 
dismay local workers who are 
too busy to do small things, 
even in their shops. As one 


plumber put it, “1 must get $6 
for a service call even though 
installing a washer may be a 
few minutes work. I feel embar­ 
rassed taking the money, but 
special call for a little thing 
may take me away from a big 
ger job . . . . ” 


Ditto carpenters, who point 
out they are too busy to put up a 
few shelves. They, must charge 
too much to do such a job. In 
addition to travel time, they 
must keep a helper busy. They 
must do their thing in a bigger 
way. “i’ll take a small order 
when things are slow, but if 
something big comes along, I’ll 
have to disappoint the custom­ 
er,” one carpenter explained. 
Architects keep track of good 
carpenters and try to keep them 
busy so they are always avail­ 
able for important jobs. This 
may compound the problem. 


In many areas, in recent 
years, the slip cover and uphol- 
stery business has been con 
ducted by telephone to the satis­ 
faction of homemakers. Stores 
send representatives to city 
apartment dwellers and subur­ 
ban home owners after canvass­ 
ing by telephone. They arrive 
with 
fabric 
swatches, 
tape 
measure, shears. They measure 
the furniture, cut.lt pattern on 
the spot, and return with the 
slipcover within a short time. If 
furniture is to be upholstered, 
they take it to. .their shop. 


The alternative * for many 
women hasbeenito deliver a 
chair to the local upholsterer for 
an estimate or the work. The 
biggest concession some uphol­ 
sterers will make is that “if you 
want to bring it in, I’ll do it 
when I can get to it.” 


That time lapse could be 
year. One woman picked up 
chair at an upholsterer’s after 
waiting 10 months, but he had 
warned her. A telephone can 
vasser had persuaded her to 
give them the job, and the busy 
upholsterer was happy to see 
the chair go. He needed the 
space. 


Local upholsterers often do 
not have time to do one chair 
because they are doing entire 
rooms or entire houses. They 
don’t want to risk losing a' big 
job for a small one. 


The plain truth is that there 
aren’t enough trained upholster­ 
ers for the amount of work 
available, one upholsterer said 
Stores that canvass homes for 
work, round up upholsterers 
who want neither to operate a 
business of their own nor to 
work full time for anyone 
There are enough of these part- 
timers for stores to be able to 
promise quick delivery.

In the l«70i, we might consld- 
er reviving the arts of the tinlc- 
er, {suggests a homemaker. 


She’ll ¥^ager that everyonjs 
has a little thing in disrepair 
that an itinerant mender cl 
small articles might fix hi a jif­ 
fy. 


An experienced do-it-yoursel< 
fer will run into some repairs 
that might stymie hhn—the re­ 
pair of a pane of glass or door 
lock-because he doesn’t have 
the proper tools to do the job, 
and he cannot find anyone who 
will do a small job. 


Thne was when the tinker 
pulled his truck up to homes 
where he parked while he 
sharpened 
knives, 
repaired 
utensils, made new door keys. 
Today, he might add to the rep- 
ertohre. In addition, he might 
patch a roof or a gauged wall 
and histall a few shelves. Many 
people would welcome someone 
who Wflfuld hang pictures for 
them. 


A traveling repakman would 
eliminate store overhead and he 
would save transportation costs, 
time and energy for his custom­ 
ers, who must, deliver and- pick 
up certain items that need re- 
pah*. 


Small repairs can cause large 
family feuds. One woman ap­ 
peared a t‘ a glazier’s with a 
storm door that had a broken 
glass. She explained that her 
trip was the cuhnhiation of two 
years of family arguments. She 
finally had removed the door 
and had driven the 15 miles to 
have a new pane of glass hi 
stalled. Her husband always 
had been too busy. 


Other women in the shop nod 
ded sympathetically. They car­ 
ried picture frames,' bedroom 
mhrors and window pane meas­ 
urements. It took the glazier 
five mhiutes to cut glass for two 
picture firames, but it had taken 
the woman six months to get 
them to his store. She had been 
carrying the frames in her car 
trunk, but she did not have the 
tune to do anything about them. 


If a modern-day tinker would 
follow the pattern of the old- 
time traveUng expert, he could 
pull his truck into a neighbor­ 
hood each day and spend the en 
th*e day putting the homes in re- 
pahr. He m i^t be hailed by 
small flags in colors to indicate 
what is needed. 


In his truck, he might carry 
an estimated quantity of glass, 
plaster, lumber and so on. 


The itinerant worker will not 
dismay local workers who are 
too busy to do small things, 
even in their shops. As one 


plumber put it, “I must get |6 
for a service call even thou^ 
tnstalUng a washer may be a 
few n^utes work. I feel embar> 
rass^ takhig the money, but 
special call for a little thing 
may take me away from a big 
g e r j o b . . . . ” 


Ditto carpenters, who point 
they are too busy to put up a 
few shelves. They must charge 
too much to do such a job. m 
addition to travel time, they 
must keep a helper busy. 'TOey 
must do their tlüng in a bigger 
way. “ru take a small order 
when thkigs are slow, but if 
somethhig big comes along. I’ll 
have to disappoint the custom­ 
er,” one carpenter explahied. 
Architects keep track of good 
carpenters and try to keep them 
biwy so they are always avail­ 
able for important jobs. TÎWs 
may compound the problem. 


In many areas, ha recent 
years, the slip cover and uphol 
stery bushiess has been cm* 
ducted by telephone to the satis­ 
faction of homemakers. Stores 
send representatives to city 
apartment dwellers and subur­ 
ban home owners after canvass­ 
ing by telephone. They arrive 
with 
fabric 
swatches, 
tape 
measure, shears. T h^ measure 
the furniture, cttt.K pattern on 
the spot, and return with the 
slipcover within a short time. If 
funiiture is to be upholstered, 
they take it to. their shop. 


The altera^tive« for many 
women has *beëh3o deliver a 
chair to the local upholsterer for 
an estimate or the work. The 
biggest concession some uphol­ 
sterers will make is that “if you 
want to bring it in, I’ll do it 
when I can get to it.” 


That time lapse could be a 
year. One woman picked up a 
chair at an upholsterer’s after 
waiting 10 months, but he had 
warned her. A telephone can 
vasser had persuaded her to 
give them the job, and the busy 
upholsterer was happy to see 
the chafa* go. He needed the 
space. 


Local upholsterers often do 
not have tune to do one chahr 
because they are doing entire 
rooms or entire houses. They 
don’t want to risk loshig a' big 
job for a small one. 


The plain truth is that there 
aren’t enough trained upholster­ 
ers for the amount of work 
available, one upholsterer said 
Stores that canvass homes for 
work, round up upholsterers 
who want neither to operate a 
business of their own nor to 
work full time for anyone. 
There are enough of these part- 
timers for stores to be able to 
promise quick delivery.

Vew Year Action 
Opens Li Fight 
\ear Cambodia 


SAIGON CAP) - In the first 
shai'p ground action of 1970, an 
American patrol clashed in a 
four-hour battle with North Viet­ 
namese infiltrators near the 
Cambodian 
border, 
military 
spokesmen reported Friday. 


The action began just two 
hours after the Viet Cong’s New 
Year’s cease-fire came to an 
end at 6 p.m. Thursday and last 
until midnight in the marshes 
and rice paddies 42 miles north­ 
west of Saigon. 


The Americans reported kill­ 
ing 16 of the 50-70 North Viet­ 
namese they encountered in the 
darkness. 
The 
U.S. 
patrol, 
whose strength was not report­ 
ed, suffered no casualties, the 
spokesmen said, 


During 
the 
24-hour 
allied 
truce, U.S. forces maintained 
ground and aerial reconnais­ 
sance. Commanders contended 
that the enemy would take ad­ 
vantage of the truce period to 
move troops and supplies into 
place for a possible offensive. 


U.S. B52 bombers resumed 
their raids in South Vietnam, 
hitting at suspected enemy posi­ 
tions along the Cambodian bor­ 
der. 


The U,S, Command reported 
12 enemy rocket and mortar at­ 
tacks in a 24-hour period that 
ended at 8 a.m, Friday. Some of 
the attacks came in the Viet 
Cong’s own cease-fire period. 
The U.S. Command said seven 
Americans were wounded in the 
bombardments. 


The conmiand said that in all 
there were 115 enemy attacks 
on allied forces during the 24- 
hour aUied cease-fire. It added 
that casualties were involved in 
61 of them. Headquarters said 6 
Americans and 167 enemy sol­ 
diers were killed while 14 Amer­ 
icans were wounded in the truce 
period.
